The Director so adrieed the 
eholrmsncaf oar fear coagressiaaal committees eerty in 1956 end recommended 
that oo n i f r uction proceed within funds available ovon though aome^^H employooa 
would bo to other locations. Whan our appropriation request wesa before tho Cor* 
gross later that year, the matter was again di scuss e d with the committees and 
authority was granted to build ae large a building as we could with tho fund* available. 


3. Tho Piddle Buildings Service acted as our construction agent end awarded 
all contracts on oar behalf from tho original Archltectaral^Enginaorlng Contract 
early In 1957 through tho completion of tho move Into tho building fe April itol* 


4. The hoOdlng as finally designed and constructed contalae L 750, 000 o&ft* 
of gross apace which cost slightly mere than $25 per aq* ft. The net usable sb tor e 
footage totals L 045,000, of which about 87, 000 aq. ft* are assigned to cafeteria** 
o boiler houoo* GSA pe rsonnel, snack bars* ate** and the remaining 958, 000 #q. It* 
are occupied by^HH.\gency personnel.
